Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claims, as amended, are drawn to an array of microspheres on a substrate, the 
microspheres are immobilized at random position on the substrate. To obtain this random 
(i.e. non-patterned) positioning, the microspheres are coated onto a substrate free of physical 
or chemical receptors that interact the microspheres. The substrate and microsphere coating 
on the instant invention provides a non-patterned array. In contrast to the instant claims, 
the Walt reference (WO 00/ 16101) randomly distributes microspheres onto a substrate having 
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modifications (e.g. receptors or wells) to provide "individual sites* for microsphere 
immobilization (page 7, lines 14-26) resulting in a patterned array. 

The prior art does not teach or suggest the non-patterned substrate comprising 
randomly positioned microspheres. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the 
issue fee.
